The daffodils are bloom¬ 
ing about five weeks earber 
than last year, but the event 
quickly put together to cel¬ 
ebrate their arrival drew a 
good crowd at the commu¬ 
nity centre Friday. 

Missing from the Garden 
of Hope celebration, how¬ 
ever, were Rich Hoadley 
and Tom Cochrane, two 
men who were around for 
last year’s opening at the 
Virgil Fire Hall. 

Tom, husband of Garden 
organizer Jean Cochrane, 
hadn’t missed one yet—he 
worked quietly, behind the 
scenes, lending a hand 
when needed. With a fam¬ 
ily of his own back in 
Scotland decimated by 
cancer, he understood the 
need for hope. But he lost 
his own battle last 
October. 

Hoadley, who had 
attended die opening of 
the Virgil Fire Hall garden 
last spring with his family 
while he was battling an

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NOTL Transit off to a great start 


New transit 
service launched 
Monday 
morning.

Selina Appleby was one of 
about 30 people who tried 
out Niagara-on-the-Lake's 
new transit service which 
was launched on Monday 
morning. 

To help launch the ser¬ 
vice, passengers are able to 
ride for free this week with 
the exception of Good Friday, 
when there is no service. 

After boarding the bus at 
the Court House in the Old 
Town, Appleby made her 
way to Virgil to run errands 
and explore the new route. 

When she returned to the 
Court House around noon, 
she said she was happy with 
the service. 


“It’s very efficient and it’s 
something everyone will 
have to try. In the winter it 
will be most valuable for the 
local ‘oldies'.” 

Without the bus service, 
Appleby couldn't have trav¬ 
elled to Virgil. 

“That’s the whole point of 
the bus. I wouldn’t have gone 
to Virgil because I no longer 
drive. I urge everyone to try 
the bus service.” 

While she enjoyed a 
smooth ride, Appleby said 
she watched a video on the 
bus which included a special 
message from Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke and she learned a 
number of fun historical 
facts. 

Crispin Bottomley, transit 
co-ordinator and communi¬ 
ty liaison, travelled on the 
bus all day Monday to wel¬ 
come new riders and make 
sure the service was running 
without any glitches. 

“I hope people are happy 
and they enjoy a service we 
think will benefit them.” 


Bottomley says there are 
four new buses and he 
encourages everyone to 
begin talang advantage of 

“It will take some time for 
people to get used to it We 
just want to let everyone 
know we are here." 

Bottomley added that the 
people who have used the 
new service to travel have 
been very positive, and are 
say they are enjoying an 
experience that is much bet¬ 
ter than their travels before 
the launch. 

NOTL Transit provides 
service hourly service from 
7:45 a.m. to 6:45 p.m. Monday 
to Saturday except statutory 
holidays. 

The Town has made an 
agreement with Niagara 
College's student union to 
allow students ride the new 
transit system with their stu¬ 
dent passes this summer.

The daffodils have 
bloomed just In time for the 
beginning of Cancer 
Awareness Month. 

Canvassers from the 
Niagara-on-the-Lakebranch 
of the Canadian Cancer 
Society have just begun 
exchanging daffodil pins for 
donations. 

For Margo Gray, volun¬ 
teering for organizations 
like theNOTL Cancer Society 
is something that she feels 
is important. 

“I just thought it was a 
great thing to do. It’s 
because of all of those sad 
stories you hear and ail of 
the people that you know 
who have been sick.” 

Gray has been volunteer¬ 
ing since 1975 and she is 
one of 13 captains who 
organize routes for canvass¬ 
ers. She will be out canvass¬ 
ing with other vol¬ 
unteers along 
Lakeshore Road 
toward Creek Road 
and along East and 
West Line. 

Not everyone 
enjoys going door- 
to-door to collect 
donations, but 
Gray says she has 
met many people 
in the community 
who begin looking 
out for her this 
time of the year. 

'Tve canvassed 
for other organiza¬ 
tions over the years 
but I always can¬ 
vass for cancer. My 
neighbours see me 
coming and they 
know what I am 
there for.” 

Although she 
has never battled 
with cancer her¬ 
self, Gray says she 
has a sister-in-law 
who is currendy in 
remission and 
another sister-in- 
law who passed 
away from the dis- 


“It’s true that everyone 
knows someone who has 
been touched by cancer.” 

Gray remembers her first 
touch with the deadly dis¬ 
ease when she volunteered 
at an elementary school. It 
taught her cancer can strike 
anyone down no matter 
their age. 

“My first experience with 
cancer was when I met a 
young girl, maybe nine or 
10 who attended Colonel 
John Buder. She was diag¬ 
nosed and after that, she 
passed away quickly." 

Sheila Tierney, co-chair 
of the door-to-door cam¬ 
paign, has been volunteer¬ 
ing for 40 years because the 
cause is close to her heart. 

Her son, who was just 
two years old at the time, 
was rushed to the hospital 
and within 24 hours, he was 
diagnosed with a type of 
cancer that affects chil-

Cancer has a way of 
coming around to “bite 
you in the butt,” she said. 

“This past year has 
been a difficult one. Jean’s 
heart is breaking.” 

And that’s while Hirsch 
takes time out from treat¬ 


ment from her fight 
against cancer, one she 
has been actively waging 
for about eight years 

It's not usual for the 
daffodils to bloom in 
April, which is cancer 


awareness month, but 
Friday morning, as the 
daffodils were in full 
bloom at the community 
centre, awareness was 
front and centre—even 
Niagara Nursery School 
toddlers were at the event 


with their friend Sawyer 
Hoadley, who lost his 
beloved grandpa. 

"This is a reminder for 
us to take care of each 
other,” said Hirsch. 

With eight gardens now 
beautifying the town each 


spring and spreading a 
message of hope, she said, 
"the question people keep 
asking is, what are we 
going to do next?”

There is no plan for 
planting this fall, says 
Hirsch, who suggested 
that churches, schools 
and service organizations 
plan their own plantings 
this fall to keep adding to 
the thousands of daffodils 
that are blooming. 

“I hope all of you will 
talk to all of them, so we 
can keep making this 
town beautiful.” 

The gardens, she said, 
“mean a lot to a lot of 
people who are dealing 
with cancer.” 

They are all in different 
stages of blooming now, 
she said—Simcoe Park 
and the NOTL Hospital 
gardens in the Old Town 
look great, while the 


Lowrey Park garden in St. 
Davids is always the last 
to bloom 

In addition to beautify¬ 
ing the town, the Gardens 
of Hope help to raise cash 
for the Canadian Cancer 
Society, and Hirsch can 
relate first-hand the value 
of the services provided. 

When she was first 
diagnosed with a rare 
blood cancer, she called 
for support, and within 48 
hours, the CCS had found 
someone in her age group, 
with the same kind of 
cancer and on the same 
medication—“that’s just 
one of the many things 
they do.” 

The Cancer Society, 
she said, “can take your 
hand and lead you 
through the process.”

Open your wallets for canvassers 


Join in the fight against cancer and 
remember those individuals who have 
passed away from cancer by wearing a 
daffodil this April. 

It’s cancer awareness month and 
that means friendly volunteers from 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake branch of the 
Canadian Cancer Society will be out 
and about collecting donations for 
cancer research in exchange for daffo¬ 
dil pins. 

There are many volunteers in the 
Old Town, Virgil, St. Davids and 
Glendale who will be going door-to- 
door with the hope of helping the can¬ 
cer society raise $35,000 through the 
residential campaign. 

It’s a large goal to reach but there 
are many dedicated volunteers who 
have been working with NOTL’s branch 
of the cancer society for years—some 
who have been canvassing for 40 years 

The Job these volunteers are doing 
is an invaluable one and they should 
be thanked for their efforts because of 
the impact they are making. 

The Canadian Cancer Society esti¬ 
mates that in 2011, about 27,800 peo¬ 
ple passed away from cancer and 
about 66,900 new cases were diag¬ 
nosed that year. 

Lung cancer remains the leading 
cause of cancer death in Ontario and 
last year an estimated 6,700 people 
passed away from it. 

For women living in Ontario, breast 


cancer is the most ffequendy diag¬ 
nosed type of cancer and an estimated 
9,000 were diagnosed with it and 1,950 
women died last year from it. 

For men living in Ontario, prostate 
cancer is the leading cause of cancer 
death with an estimated 10,600 men 
who were diagnosed with it and 1,550 
men who passed away from it last 

The reality is that it’s very likely 
everyone knows someone, or will know 
someone, who has lost their lives to 

It’s thanks to the volunteers who 
give their time to create awareness for 
the disease, which claims the lives of 
thousands each year, and raise funds 
for the Canadian Society, enabling it to 
provide important services and pro¬ 
grams for people who have been 
touched with cancer. 

It’s because of the donations given 
every year to the society that volun¬ 
teers can help patients by providing 
them with transportation to and from 
their chemotherapy and radiation 
treatments. 

The society also provides one-on- 
one and group support for people liv¬ 
ing with cancer and resources for indi¬ 
viduals with loved ones battling the 
terrible disease, as well as a number of 
other important services. 

When a canvasser knocks at the 
door, give generously—it will make a 
difference in many lives.

Horse racing 
contributes 
more than 
$1 billion to 
economy 

I must applaud the deci¬ 
sion of the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake town councillors to 
send a resolution to the 
province, the gaming corpo¬ 
ration and to encourage the 
town of Fort Erie in their 
batde, urging a reconsidera¬ 
tion of the decision to 
remove slot machines from 
the racetrack. 

Quite simply the provin¬ 
cial government doesn't get 
it, they don't have a clue. In 


the case of this particular 
track this once was the only 
game around, having now 
been there for 115 years. 

This is the oval where the 
great Northern Dancer 
debuted as a two-year-old 
to go on to win The Queen's 
Plate, The Preakness Stakes 
and The Kentucky Derby. 

Bred in Ontario he is 
now considered the world's 
greatest influential thor¬ 
oughbred sire of the 20th 
century. 

With the advent of lotter¬ 
ies and casinos, the gaming 
pie became a lot smaller for 
racetracks across the prov¬ 
ince. In recognition of this 
about 10 years ago, the then 
government wanted to 
extend gaming and slots as 
a cash cow, however not 
every municipality wanted 


gambling in their back yard 
hence the OLG Slots for 
Racetrack program was 
born, and gave (call it rent if 
you like) for their slots 
accommodation, five per 
cent to the hosting munici¬ 
pality, 10 per cent to the 
track itself and 10 per cent 
to horsemen from net profit. 
The remaining 75 per cent 
went via the OLG to provin¬ 
cial treasury funds. 

Now, the Liberal govern¬ 
ment has taken awayslot 
machines from border town 
tracks including Sarnia and 
Windsor. The idea is to 
expand gambling in more 
lucrative markets. 

I strongly believe 
Ontarians would prefer the 
program left exactly as it 
was, contained, providing 
nearly 60,000 jobs province¬ 


wide from the 17 existing 
tracks. About 31,000 of 
these jobs are full-time 
which pumps $1.5 billion 
into the economy. 

Furthermore the trickle- 
down effect is enormous. 

Even here in NOTL there 
are businesses that will be 
affected by this decision. 

I have bred, trained and 
raced horses from the farm 
and I'm not alone, horses 
eat a lot of hay and oats and 
we have a feed mill, Minor 
Bros, which also sells tack, 

Horses need vets and 
blacksmiths, get trailered by 
pick-ups bought from 
Niagara Motors don't forget 
the many boarding facilities 
like Red Ribbon Stables. 

It is estimated when you 


consider standardbreds, 
quarter horses and thor¬ 
oughbreds that race, the 
industry contributes prov¬ 
ince wide $2 billion into the 
economy and 80 per cent of 
that is spent in rural areas. 

Last week I wrote a 
cheque for $ 165 to the 
Ontario Licensing 
Commission just for my 
annual licence—multiply 
this by thousands. 

The town of Fort Erie 
Live Racing Consortium 
currently runs the track and 
they are proposing to get 
the slots back, however pri¬ 
vately. 

After all they only pulled 
in $29 million last year, not 
enough for our greedy 

Hundreds of jobs have 
already been lost and if the 


track closes where do these 
equine skilled workers go? 

This is their passion, 
their career, their life. Do 
you have work for a hot 
walker, groom, jockey, exer¬ 
cise rider, trainer, a mutuel 
clerk or in my case a blood¬ 
stock agent? 

Obviously this govern¬ 
ment needs an education in 
economics. Wake up, do the

get the big picture.

He and his 
two sisters, Mary and 
Martha, were friends of 
Jesus. Lazarus was sick so 
his sisters sent to Jesus say¬ 
ing, "Lord, Lazarus who 


You love is sick." 

When He heard this, 
Jesus stayed where He was 
for the next two days before 
beginning his travels to 
where Lazarus and his sis¬ 
ters lived. During this time 
Lazarus died. 

Once Jesus arrived in 
Bethany, He found that 
Lazarus had already been 
entombed four days. 
Martha ran to meet Jesus 
as He approached their 
home. She said to Him that 
if He had been there, 
Lazarus would not have 
died. 

Jesus said to her, "Your 
brother will rise again." 
Martha replied, "I know 
that he will rise again in 
the resurrection at the last 

This preludes one of the 
most precious passages of 
John's gospel. Jesus said to 
her, "I am the resurrection 
and the life. He who 


believes in Me, though he 
may die, he shall live. And 
whoever lives and believes 
in Me shall never die. Do 
you believe this?" 

When Jesus saw the grief 
and weeping of Mary and 
her friends, the shortest 
verse in all of scripture 
simply says, "Jesus wept." 
He moved himself through 
the people towards the 
tomb and demanded for 
the stone to be removed. 
He cried with a loud voice, 
"Lazarus, come out!" 

And he did, still wrapped 
in grave clothes. Jesus said 
at the beginning of the 
story that this was all hap¬ 
pening for the glory of God, 
that the Son of God may be 
glorified through it. 

Yes, I like funerals. I 
hope this statement doesn't 
come across as insensitive 
to those who have recently 
been or are presently in a 
time of grieving over the 


passing of a loved one. 

There are many mes¬ 
sages within this gospel 
narrative, but here is what 
I believe it is saying for this 
particular Easter article: 
Just as Lazarus was identi¬ 
fied as the one Jesus loved, 
in the heart of God we're 
all loved ones. 

And, just as Jesus called 
Lazarus from the dead, He 
still calls today. He calls 
from the power of sin and 
death to new life in Him - 
not just a one time calling 
to faith that gives a seal of 
salvation. 

The apostle Paul said 
that he dies daily. He 
answers the call. If Jesus is 
who He proclaims to be, 
"the way, the truth and the 
life" and "the same yester¬ 
day, today and forever", it's 
through Him (His death 
and resurrection) that we 
hear the call of God. 

I find He calls daily, 


from old ways of thinking, 
speaking and acting, to 
walking in newness of life 
- to believing. 

Walking the risen walk 
isn't always pretty. There is 
some stumbling and trip¬ 
ping up. Grave clothes 
seem to get in the way. 

But I'm not only remind¬ 
ed of a favourite psalm, I 
experience its truth the 
more that I learn to die: 
"You will show me the path 
of life; In Your presence is 
fullness of joy; At Your right 
hand are pleasures forev¬ 
ermore." (Psalm 16:11) 
There cannot be a res¬ 
urrection without a funer¬ 
al. Yes, I like funerals. I'm 
even learning to like my 
own. It's what the apostle 
Paul calls, "working out 
your own salvation." It's 
my only hope. He's raising 
the dead in me. 

Christ is risen, indeed. 
The Lord be magnified.

Good government poli¬ 
cy works, and provincial 
policy that boosted local 
grape content and raised 
sales of VQA wines was 
good policy. 


But it's about to come to 
an end, said Grape Growers 
of Ontario chief executive 
officer Debbie 

Zimmerman, and that will 
not be good for the stabili¬ 
ty and sustainability of the 
local wine industry. 

Provincial policy insti¬ 


tuted in 2009 established a 
minimum domestic grape 
requirement of 40 per cent 
of winery purchases and 
25 per cent in the bottle, 
but those minimum stan¬ 
dards, which helped elimi¬ 
nate the grape surplus, are 
set to expire in 2014. While 


the sales of VQA wines 
have increased in recent 
years, the market share of 
local wines at the LCBO 
has not—it remains at five 
percent, with imported 
wines continuing to domi- 

The changes to provin¬ 


cial policy gave the grape 
and wine industry a strong 
foundation, Zimmerman 
said at the Grape Growers 
of Ontario annual break¬ 
fast Friday, held at Niagara 
College Friday.

industry. The Grape 
Growers will continue to 
use them as a conduit to 
influence provincial poli¬ 
cies, she said, with the 
emphasis on the econom¬ 
ic return to the province 
of a strong grape and 
wine industry. 

The grape and wine 
industry contributes 
$10,000 to the provincial 
economy for every tonne 
of grapes grown and sold, 
Zimmerman said. 

In comparison, she 
noted, a tonne of oil pro¬ 
duced from oil sands con¬ 
tributes only $700 to the 
Canadian economy. 

"Which would you 
rather drink?" she joked. 

The Grape Growers of 
Ontario represents more 
than 500 growers in 
Ontario, funded by grape 
growers who pay a fee per 
tonne of grapes sold. 

The association nego¬ 
tiates prices for all grapes 
sold to processors, and 
works to expand the mar¬ 
kets for Ontario grapes 
and wines.

As the sun rises over the 
Niagara River this Easter 
Sunday, it might be the last 
opportunity for a 30-year 
tradition—an early morn¬ 
ing service at die tiny 
Wayside Chapel that is vis¬ 
ited by thousands of people 


each year from all comers 
of the world. 

The door to the mini 
place of worship, built by a 
quartet of Niagara church 
congregations, is open 24 
hours a day, but if a new 

found, it could close for 
good. 

“Sunday morning will 


definitely be the last service 
at this location,” says Smart 
VanderMeer, who operates 
the farm behind the cha¬ 
pel. 

“And unless we can find 
a new location, it might be 
the last one, period. That 
would be unfortunate.” 

The Wayside Chapel’s 
first home was on the 


Niagara River Parkway near 
Line 1, where it sat from 
1964 to 1968, but after four 
years as a target of vandal¬ 
ism, it was moved to its 
present location, closer to 
Line 8, so Clara and Bert 
VanderMeer, members of 
the Niagara Falls Christian 
Reformed Church which 
has now taken over the cha¬ 


pel, could more closely 
watch over it Their farm 
was behind the chapel, their 
driveway the public access 
to it But the structure, about 
six feet by 10 feet, sits on 
property belonging to very 
generous neighbours who 
have allowed it to stay for 
the last 44 years, says Stuart 
VanderMeer

Stuart VanderMeer hopes to find another 
Niagara Parkway location for the Wayside 
Chapel, where people have been stopping 
to worship and take photos for almost 50 
years. 

He's a second generation former who 
is now searching for a new home for the 
miniscule sanctuary, which with two pews 
and a tiny alter, can hold about a dozen 
worshipers at a time. 

Rick Meloen will don the costume and 
persona of an 1812 pastor Sunday morn¬ 
ing to conduct the Easter Sunrise Service, 
which, if the weather is good, could attract 
80 to 100 people of all denominations and 
who travel from all comers of the region to 
attend what can be a very meaningful and 
moving outdoor service. 

But that is only one of the reasons he 
would hate to see the Wayside Chapel 
homeless, he says. 

"We see it as a passive evangelism tool, 
not just to draw people to church, but to 
draw them to God.” 

It’s apparent from the guest book sit¬ 
ting in the chapel that people visit for all 
kinds of reasons—some to feel closer to 
God, others because they just happen to 
be passing by and are intrigued. 

Comments are written in many differ¬ 
ent languages by visitors from Europe and 
Asia, and many closer to home. One cou¬ 
ple from Ottawa noted they were return¬ 
ing for their anniversary—they were mar¬ 
ried in the chapel five years ago. 

VanderMeer says about 30 weddings 
take place every year, some small, inti¬ 
mate and casual services, other larger and 
more elaborate, with decorations and 
bridal party members arriving in limou¬ 
sines. His mother, Clara, now 79, still takes 
the bookings and the cheques—the fee 
goes to the Niagara Falls church. There is a 
local minister available to perform the 
service if the couple doesn’t want to make 
their own arrangements, he says. 

She also makes sure there are com¬ 
ment books available for visitors, who fill 
about four books a year.

His father, Bert, 82, still 
does much of the general 
maintenance, and will 
continue to as long as he is 
able. 


When there are larger 
improvement projects 
such as painting or reshin¬ 
gling to be carried out, 
church volunteers step in. 

The hope is that some¬ 
one who has property on 


the Niagara River Parkway 
will come forward and 
offer the chapel a home for 
the future, says 
VanderMeer. 

Ideally, it would be a 
visible, accessible loca¬ 


tion—a fruit market would 
be perfect, and could reap 
the benefit of thousands of 
tourists, some by the bus 
load, who stop to take pho¬ 
tos each year. 

“We’re very grateful for 


the 44 years we have been 
able to use that location as 
an outreach for our evan¬ 
gelism," says VanderMeer, 
"and we would like to see 
that continue. We’ve been 
looking, but so far noth¬ 


ing’s worked out.” 

He isn’t certain the 
building will survive a 
move, but if a new location 
is found and it falls apart, 
“we'll rebuild. We’re just 
start off fresh.”

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Sow vegetable seeds directly into soil or containers—but wait until the soil has warmed up

No matter how often we get 
warned that winter can have a 
sting in its tail, we get a shock 
when it really happens, like at 
last week's opening of the 
Garden of Hope at die com¬ 
munity centre. 

We were so pleased at how 
the daffodil garden looked, 
but attending the opening 
was for the hardy—it was so 
cold, and that location gets all 
the wind. 

Fortunately Starbucks

ies, so we all survived. 

One thing puzzled me 
when the forecast for snow 
was correct—I peeped out the 
blinds Saturday morning to 
confirm what the radio had 
said, and made no comment 
But before I headed back to 
bedthedogs lifted their heads 
and gave me a look that said, 


"Do you mind?” So how did 
they know to stay in bed? 

There is quite a difference 
in the bird population —have 
you noticed? Lots of robins, 
doves and chickadees and of 
course the goldfinches are 
back (yellow flowers, yellow 
birds), so time to fill up the 
thistle seed (yes the one they 
call black gold because of the 

I trimmed my small dog's 
coat and placed the fur on top 
of the yew bush—it is all gone 
so someone has a wool-fined 
nest. On the subject of nests, I 
thought my worries about 
wrens building nests under 
the porch furniture were 
over—I know it is all my own 
fault, I left the porch door 
open and sure enough two 
wrens were busy scouting out 
the residential area. 

Eventually they left and I

dosed the door and will be 
more careful as I dread them 
building a real nest (wrens 
build false nests) under a 
wicker chair and the chicks 
getting squished if someone 
sits on them. 

Those who attended the 
hort soriety meeting last 
Tuesday had a real treat We 
learned to look at vegetable 


growing in a very different 
way, and theycanbeso attrac¬ 
tive when laid out with con¬ 
trasting colours, heights and 
textures. 

We were given a planting 
schedule and according to 
that you can now sow vegeta¬ 
ble seeds directly into the soil, 
in a bed or container, once the 
soil has warmed up (I think 
we may have to wait a bit). 

One of my intentions, since 
I always grow tomatoes in 
containers, is to plant mari¬ 
golds around the edge - they 
keep the bugs away. 

Have you managed to get 
all the dormant spraying 
done? Because suddenly all 
the shrubs and vines have 
shoots on them. The vine I 
was so pleased about is doing 
as it should and growing well. 
I bought it to trail over a low 
fence, thinking it would grow 
to seven feet—well it turned 
out it very clearly said seven 


Daffodils like to be in dry 
ground, and grow well in 
woodland with sun and rain 
in spring, and a chance to dry 
out in summer. 

If bulbs are planted too 
shallow they can freeze—dig 
a hole about three times the 
depth of the bulb. Plant five to 
seven bulbs per square foot. 

Leave the leaves on the 
plants for about six weeks 
after flowering, or you will not 

the following spring. 

If you fertilize your lawn, 
make sure you don't get fertil¬ 
izer too close to the daffo¬ 
dils—it will mean fewer 
blooms.

day. Without 
the help of a 
few dedicated 
workers who 
have crossed 
the picket line 
and a small 
group of volun¬ 
teers, the ani¬ 
mals would 

clean their 
cages, feed 
them or show 


them a few minutes of 
love and affection. 

Keene adopted her 
own furry feline, Thomas, 
from the shelter 14 years 
ago and she is encourag¬ 
ing everyone who can to 
visit the shelter and adopt 
one of the cats or kittens 
if they can. 

“I've always been a cat 
person. Cats make good 
companions and they are 
easy to care for. I’ve just 
always had so much plea¬ 
sure from taking care of 

Keene adds that any¬ 
one who has spare time 
and would like to help 
would be very much 
appreciated at the shel- 

"Volunteers are essen¬ 
tial. From what I could 
see, the humane society 
could use more volun¬ 
teers but people seem to 
be turned off by the peo¬ 
ple at the picket line.” 

Howe began volun¬ 
teering for the shelter a 
year and a half ago and 
she says she can see the 
difference in the animals 
she spends time with. 

“You see their paws 
dangling out of the cage 
as if they were saying 'pet 
me first,’ and you want to 
touch and care for them 
all. When you leave them 
five hours later, they’re 
sleeping and purring. You 
know you've made all the 
difference in their day.” 

Kevin Strooband, exec¬ 
utive director of the 
LCHS, isn’t sure when the 
strike will end. He says 
there were negotiations 
with the union last week 
but all talks have broken 
off since then. 

The executive director 
wants everyone to know 
that the shelter is still 
open from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Monday to Friday and 11 
a.m. to 3 p.m. on the 
weekends. 

"We still have a shelter 
to care for, animals to 
feed and forever homes 
to find.” 

The shelter currently 
has five dogs for adoption 
and at least 20 cats —all 
cats and kittens are just 
$99 to adopt. 

The adoption fee 


includes spaying or neu¬ 
tering, a microchip, de- 
worming, flea treatment 
and initial rabies vacci¬ 
nation and six weeks of 
pet insurance. 

Strooband says the 
shelter is also looking for 
volunteers to help care 
for the cats, cleaning their 
cages and socializing 

“We need a few volun¬ 
teers every morning, any 
day and every day. We’re 
lowonvolunteersbecause 
the strike stops people 
from coming in." 

There are no qualifica¬ 
tions necessary for volun¬ 
teering to care for the 
animals. When volun¬ 
teers arrive, they will be 
trained by someone at 
the shelter, says 
Strooband. 

“We encourage people 
to park off-site and walk 
in, otherwise they will be 
stopped by the people at 
the picket lines for 10 
minutes.” 

Each year, the Town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake pro¬ 
vides the LCHS with a 
grant, says Rolf Wiens, 
manager of enforcement. 

Wiens says the Town 
has provided the shelter 
with a grant of $2,500 and 
$5,500 for a new addition 
to the shelter this year. 

The humane society is 
responsible for picking 
up stray cats, sick or 
injured animals in NOTL. 

"They accept many 
animals including cats, 
dogs, birds and reptiles." 

Wiens says canine con¬ 
trol officers Ken and Kea 
Reid are responsible for 
collecting stray dogs in 
NOTL and taking them to 
the shelter if they cannot 
find the animals owners. 

Although the shelter is 
still accepting animals, 
the Reids have reported 
having difficulty getting 
through the picket lines 
at the shelter, Wiens says. 

If anyone finds an 
injured or sick animal, 
they are asked to try to 
get through to the shelter, 
says Wiens.
